we were fornixhed breakfast, on rather a 
weeteru style. ‘The house was a raflroad car 
taken off the wheels, and reating on the 
ground. ‘Tue breakfawt was very fine and 
well cooked. We had for breakfast, anteTope, 
elk and buffalo. After leaving this break fas 
house, we soon came in sight of buffalo, and 
then they were ip sight all the time for about 
one hundred miles, They were moving 
south, from Kansas to Texas, and would, upon 
ihe approach of the train, husten to cross the 
track ahead of it — would some times 
give the engine a spirited race, as the enginver 
would diminish his speed upon epprcacning 
them, to encourage the race. ‘hen they 
once attempt to pass the train, and become 
fairly engaged in a race, they are very reluc-

The Mt Bianc Tragedy- Hecov 
of the Last Travelers--Parewell 
Letter of Dr. Beaune, of Ba- 
moe, etc. 


A corfeapondent of the Boston Transcript, 
writing from Switzerland, October 13th, 
zives oe affecting particulars of the search 
ior the remains of the unfortunate travelers, 
Her. Mr. McCorkendale, of , Mr. 
Handall, of Quincy, Ma, aud Dr. Beane, of 
Haltimore, who were lost amidst the snows 
f the summit of Mt. Blanc. The bodies of 
Mr. McCorkendale and Dr. Beane 
voverod on September 18th Twenty-two 
ruldes went up to make the search, and 
these were reinforced by others. Nineteen 
guides dexcended the mountain with the re- 
wrered bodies, and the strange procession 
could be plainly seen by the watchers and 
villagers below as the decent was made. 
[be other guides remained searching for the 
body of Mr. Randall, which had not been 
found at the date of this letter. The writer

ue bodies proved too brittle to undress, 
ind were interred in the same clothing in 
which they made the ascent. Dr. Beane was 
found in a sitting posture, his forehead rest- 
ing on hishanis. He was somewhat protect- 
ed by an unfallen projection of snow. Mr. 
MecCorkendale, sitting also, alpen stock in 
hand, passed into his frozen sleep with the 
calm lines of quiet peacefulness made endur- 
ing while his spirit floated resfully on to a 
bright awakening, Now I come to tho letter 
found on the body of Dr. Beane, of which I 
lirst heard last evening.

Then followed more instructions to his 
family; then a sudden close, as if strength 
failed, and he bowed his head submissively to 
meet the great struggle, clearly accepting the 
lonely gateway, through that to the Place 
yond. Iam grateful for the little Beckie” 
snd other beloved ones in Baltimore, that they 
have not only the white cross referred to in 
my first letter, but these last calm words of 
inanly and protecting love.
